NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 6th February, 1997 

G.S.R. 60 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 read with clause (g) of 
Section 2 of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Shipping and Transport (Ports Wing) GSR No. 843 dated 19-7-1984 published in the Gazette of India, Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-Section (i) the Central Government hereby declares that the limits of the Port of Tuticorin for the purpose of Act 
shall be as under :— 

On the North : 

A line drawn due east in latitude 08° 50' 00" N to a position in latitude 08° 50' 00"N and longitude 78° 22' 00". 

On the East: 

A line joining a position in the latitude 08° 50' 00" and longitude 78° 22' 00" to a position in the latitude 08° 37' 00" N 
and longitude 78° 22' 00" E. 

On the South : 

(a) A line due West from a position 8° 36' 00" N and 78° 22’ 00" E to a position 8° 36' 00" N and 78° 15' 00" (EF). 

(b) Thence a line due North to a position 8° 39' 30" N and 78° 15' 00" E (FG). 

(c) Thence a line due West to where it meets the point 45.72m from the High Water Level on the Shore (GH). 

On the West: 

(a) thence along a line 45.72m on the shore from High Water mark upto the southern acquisition boundary pillar 
THPI of Tuticorin Harbour Estate, 

(b) thence along the southern acquisition boundary between boundary pillars THP 1 to THP 6. 

(c) thence along the western acquisition boundary pillars TPT 6 to THP 21; 

(d) Due North along the boundary pillars THP 21 to TPT 1; 

(e) thence along the boundary pillars TPT 1 to TPT 2; 

(f) thence along the boundary pillars TPT 2 to TPT 3; 

(g) thence along the boundary pillars TPT 3 to TPT 4; 

(h) thence-along the boundary pillars TPT 4 to TPT 8;

(j) thence along the edge of the southern bank of the Upparodai Backwaters through the boundary pillars TPT 9 to

(k) thence along the eastern edge of the Upparodai Backwaters through the boundary pillars TPT 10 to TPT 12; 

(l) thence along the eastern edge of the Upparodai backwaters through the boundary pillars TPT 12 to TPT 13; 

(m) thence along the edge of the western bank of the Upparodai Backwaters through the boundary pillars TPT 13 to 

TPT 19; 
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(n) thence along the edge of the northern bank of the Upparodai Backwaters through boundary pillars TPT 19 to 
TFT 25; 

(o) thence along the boundary pillars TPT 25 to TPT 30; 

(p) thence along the banks of the Upparodai Backwaters through the pillars TPT 30 to ITT 32; 

(q) thence along the northern edge of the Upparodai Bankwatetrs thorugh the pillars TPT 32 to TPT 35; 

(r) thence along the line joining the boundary pillars TPT 35 to TPT 37; 

(s) thence so much of the sea shore between the boundary pillars TPT 37 and the northern limit of the said Port as 

lies within 45.72 metres of the high water marks ordinary spring tides; 

The areas covered by the precise extent of the aforementioned limits of the Port of Tuticorin declared by this notifica¬ 
tion shall be divided into Zone “A” and Zone “B” as under:— 

(i) Zone “A” shall comprise all the area other than the area in Zone “B”. 

(ii) Zone “B” shall comprise the area falling within the following limits, namely :— 

On the North: 

A line drawn east from the boundary pillar erected to the north of Arasadi along the parallel of latitude 08° 50' 00" 
North to a position in latitude 08° 50' 00" North and longitude 78° 17' 00" East. 

On the East: 

A line drawn from a position in latitude 08° 50' 00" North and longitude 78° 17' 00" East to a position in latitude 
08° 45' 00" North and longitude 78° 16' 00". 

On the South: 

(a) along the northern edge of the railway siding to Harbour between boundary pillars THP 21 to THP 24; 

(b) thence along the western edge of the western flood bank of the Korampallam Surplus Course between the 

boundary pillars THP 24 to THP 25; 

(c) thence along the boundary pillars THP 25 to THP 27; 

(d) thence along the high water marks upto the outer edge of the North Breakwater; 

(e) thence along the outer edge of the same Breakwater to a line drawn on the parallel of latitude 08° 45' 00" North 

to a position whence the longitude 78° 16' 00" East intercepts.
